Bowman. 

St. Louis, October 25.—The examination of 
Chambers, ¢x- bank president, for the killing of At« 
turney Bowman, developed a sensation almost eqnal 
to that of the original tragedy. Chambers, after re- 
lating the details, described a whispered conversa. 
tion betweeu: Bowman and himself on the porch 
prior to the shooting. Bowman said be must hare 
$1.50. “But ] haven’t got $1,300," responded 
Chambers. “Then,” said Bowman, ‘I must levy on 
everything in sight,”’ 

“I knew the cheracter of the man, or rather the 
lack of character,”’ said Chambers, becoming excited, 
“and I knew thatif he once entered the huuse he 
would gut it without rezard for the rights or feelings 
ofany one, The thought then oceuried to me that | 
would frighten him off the place. 1 remembered 
thatmmy xunand loaded cartridges were where I 
could tind them, in the dark if need be. #s! was 
prepared jor a vis't from burglars, and I entered the 
house, 

SEIZED AND LOADED THE WEAPON. 

“When leame out I kept an eye on Garrett, for 
fear he would seetheecun and shoot me. When 
Garreit Saw me he called to tne not to do that—not 
toshoot, LTiold him toleave, and then turned to 
Bowman and said; ‘I will give you three minutes 
to cet Off this place,’ lexpected him to go, but he 
did not move. ‘The sight of the gun seemed 

have no efteet on him whatever, 

he smiled that cunning smile 1 knew 
so well. I was non-plussed. An empty gun 
would bave frightened me more than a loaded one 
did Bowman. I looked down at my hand as 
though looking at my watch to see when the time 
wasup, though Ibad no watch. Thenl saw him 
maseea motion with hisshand, and it occurred to 
me that if l did not shoot him he would shoot me. 
I thought of the Terry- Field- Nagle affair and the 
quickness with whicn a man could draw a revolver 
and shoot.

Chambers lost his temrer when closely cross- 
questioned, and a dramatic scene followed. 

“You were afraid Bowman wouid kill you?” 
asked the prosecuto’ 

“Yes,” replied Chambers, 

“Why?” 

“Because he would do anvthing, 
d——dest scoundrel I ever knew.’ 

As he said this, Chambers leaned forward in his 
chair, and his face became livid with rage. The 
speciators in the courtroom arose to their feet, and 
awaited the finale of (he scene, 

* Yes, sir,’ shonted Chambers hoarsely. ‘Never 
euch a d~—d scoundre! as Bowman ever lived, and 
I rejoice that I killed him.’’ 

Painful silenee reigned in the courtroom and the 
scepe was one neverto be forgotten by those who 
were present. Chambers was held without bail to 
await the action of the grand jury.

Wils Howard Has Pickets on All Roads 


Leading to Town. 

PINEVILLE, Ky,, October 23.— No news has 
been received from Harlan county since yesterday 
morning when messengers from Harlan Courthouse 
announced that Wils Howard had picketed all the 
roads and no one would be allowed to pass tcward 
town, The people are getting out as rapidly as 
possible. The report of the battle Tuesday bas been 
coniurmed. The engagement was short but effec- 
tive. Nothing has been heard of Judge Lewis and 
his posse, who d'sappeared after the battle. 

THE JUDGE OUTWITTED., 

The Times correspondent telegraphed from Pine- 
Ville this afternoon as follows: At Harlan court- 
house, Wilson Howard accomplished a sort of coup 
d’etat yesterday. County Judge Lewis and his 
posse of sixty men left Harlan courthouse at 9 
o'clock in the morning to make another assault on 
Howard's camp. Howard, anticipating this move- 
ment, had placed his followersin an ambush near 
town. The Lewis posse passed directly through the 
ambuseade, ond were not fired on. After they had 
got beyond their toes and were proceeding in the 
direction of where Howard's cainp was supposed to 
be, the Howard party moved into town and took 
possession of the courthouse. They have complete 
control of the town, with pickets stationed at all 
approaches, and the county judge and his followers 
bave gone into camp ouiside the town. It Is be- 
lieved that Judge Lewis will endeavor to recapture 
the courthouse today, and a bioody fight is ex- 
pected,

A SWINDLING GAME, 


Three Chicago Men Who Did a Paying Busi- 
ness. 

CuicaGco, October 25.—Algernon Granville, 
Frank Gerrish.and E. H. Clark are under arrest for 
most palpable and extensive swindling. Thousands 
of people were robbed. Twelve yearsago Granviile 
and Clark organized the Como Printing and Pub- 
lishing company and issued a weekly paper named 
“The People’s Safeguard,”’ They offered prizes, ag- 
gregating $15,C00, \o persons who would forward a 
small sum Of money anda Correct giiess of a number 
of links in a watch chain, a cut orf which was pub- 
lished. They had made about $10,000 when 
arrested om August 26th last. No prizes were 
pee thoush hundreds guessed aright. Postoftice 

nspector Fleming found three hundred thousand 
lette:s in their office. After beng baled out the 
Imperial Printing and Engraving company was 
organized. No paper was published this time, but 
advertisements were dnserted in papers all over the 
country wanting slick man in each county to han- 
dle the company’s goods done up in packages, ones, 
fives and tens. Large gins were offered those wil- 
ling totake bigrisks. Letters received were carc- 
fully answered, and as a sample of the goods a one 
dollar bank note was inclosed in each letter. Those 
who then sent money to buy packazes received in 
return cases of reedles in ones, fivesand tens. The 
dupe being aself implicared swindler was afraid 
to complain.

Large Fire in Tampa-- A Manufactory Burned 
in Paterson, N. J. 

TAMPA, Fla., Octaer 25.—A. A. Wood’s 
cigar box factory, the sawmiil of the Tampa Lum- 
ber company and the machine and car shops of the 
Tampa Street Railway company were destroyed 
this afternoon, with their contents, including one 
locomotive and two cozches.- It is supposed the fire 
was Caused by the cigar box factory caiching fire 
from sparks falling on the roof from the smokestack 
of the adjacent sawmill, The Tampa Lumber com- 
pany lose $5,000, no insnrance; cigar box factory 
$5,000, insurance $1,500, and the Street Railway 
company $2,f50, insurance $760.

Paterson, N. J., October 25.—The factory 
of the Peerless Plush company vens totally destroyed 
by fire yesterday. Loss $65,000. 

Utica, N. Y., October 25.— Fire in Port Let- 
don this morning destroyed tle Dougless opeaa 
house and a number of business houses and private 
residences, eausing a loss of over $100,000. All the 
town records were burned. 

Macon, October 25.—[Special.]—Last night 
a car containing thirty-nine bales of cotton 
was destroyed by fire on’ the Georgia Southern 
and Florida_railroad, about seven miles from 
Macon. The car was en route to Savannah. 
Loss over two thousand dollars. Insured. It 
is not positively known how the fire originated. 
The burning ear caused a blockade of trains 
for some little while.

Camilen’s Second Bloody Tragedy Within a 
Week. 

Brunswick, Ga., October 25.—[ Special. ]— 
The news reached the city today of the secend 
killing which has occurred in Camden county 
within a week’s time. It seems that Lee Hans- 
ford and Columbus Stewart, two negro men 
who live near Owen’s ferry, formed a partner- 
ship for the purchase of a gallon of whisky.

Eight teenths of the 
money which came from America for the sup- 
port of the Irish cause, he declared, came 
from Irish workingmen aud workingwomen. 
Mr. Davitt denied that there was any alliance 
between the league and revolutionary organi 
zations in Ireland. He said that Mr. Houston, 
secretary of the Loyal and Patriotic Union, 
and his accomplices knew that the letters al- 
leged to have been written by Parnell, which 
were printed in the Times, were forgeries be- 


had come to his (Davitt’s) knowledge that 
Pigott had confessed the fact prior to his tes- 
tifying for the Times. 

Chief Justice Haunen interrupted thw 
sneaker ut this point, saying that the commis- 
sion could not — such a statement without 
evidence being produced to support it. 

Mr. Davitt did not press the point, but stated 
that the allegation would again bo made and 
proved. He said further that the alleged 
secret circulars produced by the Times to show 
that the league was a revolutionary organiza~- 
tion, were forgeries. 

Mr. Davitt proceeded to point out that Par- 
nell, and not he, formed the land league in 
America.

THE RIOT AT NAVASSA. 


Some of the Ringleaders Placed in the Baltt- 
more Jail. 


BALTIMORE, October 25.—The man-of-war 
Galena arrived in barbor trom Navassa island this 
afternoon. She had on board nine negroes, eight of 
whom were engaged in the recent murderous riots 
there, six of them being instigators and perpetra- 
tors of the murders of white bosses, The names 
of these latter six are: Albert Jones, chief 
of a lot, whose home is in Philade! phia, 
Amos Lee, Thomas Welch and George Singleton, 
of Washington; Henry Jones, of Greenesboro, W. 
Va., and James Phillips, of Baltimore. Robert 
Downs and William Jones, both of Baltimore, are 
also in the party, but they are aot deeply involved 
in the trouble, and will be usea as witnesses. 

District Attorney Thomas G. Hayes, Chief United 
States Deputy Marshal Issac, and several other 
officials, boarded a tug and went to the warship, 
The prisoners were put aboard the tug and taken 
up to Baltimore jail. Lee, Keys, Jones and Welch 
are accused of murder, and Albert Jones and 
Phillips of mutiny with intent to 
kill. When the Galena arrived at Na- 
vassa the British war vessel Forward was already 
there, and her timely coming probably saved the 
lives of the remaining six white men. Thesiory told 
by the officers of the Galena regarding the riot is 
much the same as thet already published. One of 
them said, however, that the white bosses practiced 
great Lrutality against the negroes. Robert Downs, 
one of the two negroes who are to ba used as wit- 
nesses, Gontradicts Dr. Smith in one imoortant 
point. The doctor stated that the first fiiing was 
after he and his associates had taken refuge in 
a house, Downs told a_ reporter to- 
nignt that the first shot was fired in 
the yard, and that Dr. Smith fired it. 
Smith had directed Mr. Jones to take charge of 
James Phillips. The negro resisted, and Dr. Smith 
fired a load of bird shot into his face. This wasthe 
beginning of the fight.

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Deputy Marshal McDonald Shows His Fleet- 


ness and Captures His Man—A Desperate 
Strugcle Which the Marshal Wins. 


Pedestrians on Decatur street yesterday 
morning were surprised to see a man suddenly 
spring from the building where the United States 
courts are located, at the corner of. North Pryor 
strect, and fly round the corner into the alley which 
runs through to Wall street. 

A second later they were still more surprised to 
see Deputy Marshal McDonald spring from the same 
building and fiy after him, the marshal’s luxuriant 


whiskers streaming in the wind, 

The crowd ran to the corner of the alley and 
watched pursuer and pursued skim over the 
ground. The race wasshortand exciting, When 
two-thirds of tho distance between Decatur and 
Wall streets had been covered McDonald gavea 
spring forward and landed on the back of the fugi- 
tive. 

Both men went to the ground and a desperate 
struggle followed. It only lasted a few minutes, 
and then McDonald rose, holding his prisoner by 
the throat. He led his man back to the court 
building, and the crowd followed to learn what all 
the excitement was about. 

McDonald explaived that the man he had cap- 
tured in the alley was Isaac Kinney, of Habersham 
county. 

“For several years,’’ he said, “Kinney was a 
noted moonshiner, and the deputy marshels were 
kept busy hunting him from one illicit still to an- 
otber. For months a number of marshals have 
been on the lookout for him, and the sheriff of 
Habersham county has also during that time 
been anxtous to get hold of him. He eluded all 
his pursuers, however, and left his county. Think- 
ing that he would be lost in the big crowd now in 
Atlanta, he came here, and last Taursday he pre- 
pared to leave for the west. He had his trunk 
checked and was about to board a car when one of 
the deputy marshals recognized him, He refused 
to submit when arrested, and fought desperately 
until a policeman came to the marshal’s assistance. 
Then he was overcome and taken to the United 
States court for committal. 

While waiting for Commissioner Fuller to hear 
the case he was locked 1n the prisoner's room, and 
when an officer came to take him into court it was 
discovered that he had just succeed in cutting the 
lock from the door. He was placed in Fulton coun- 
ty jail until yesterday morning, the time set by Mr. 
Fuiler to listen to the chiegés against him. 

The damage iw the door was repaired and when 
taken to the courthouse yesterday morning he was 
locked in the same room he occupied the night be- 
fore. A new locked had been put on and the was 
considered safe. A half an hour later McDonald 
stepped into the hall just in time to see Kinney 
squeeze his body through the transom over the 
door and run for the stairs. McDonald started 
after him and affected his capture. 

When brought back he was immediately taken 
into court and committed to the Fulton county jail 
to awaittrial. When the United States authorities 
have done with will him he be turned overto the 
sheriff of Habersham county who bas several war- 
renis against him. 

Kinney swears he will yet escape. He is how-

Dacey took achairin the right hand cor- 
ner, near the front of the stage, while Macey sat 
A minute later 
Macey advanced to the front, saying: 

“T understand that Billy Taylor, the well known 
basebali player, is in the audience, and I would ke 
to have him referee this mill.’’ 

As he finished, Macey glanced toward Dacey. 
“Oh, that suits me,’”’ said Dacey, without getting 
out of his chair. 

“This ts a fight for fun,” said Macey, still stand- 
ing in front of the stage, “and nobody will get any 
money. Win or lose, it’s nothing.” 

The crowd began guying the pugilistic orator. 
“Ob, shut up; anybody can make that noise,”’ he 
said, returning to his corner, 

Taylor, as big ana fat as when he tried to put the 
ball over the plate in the palmy days of the South- 
ern league, stepped upon the stage and turning to 
the audience said: 

“This fight, as I understand it, is for blood and 
money, fifteen rounds.” 

“Toa finish,’’ putin Dacey from his corner, 

“Oh, then to a finish,’’ said Taylor. 

Then stepping back Taylor said: 

“Gentlemen, shake hands,”’ 

The two fighters metin the center of the stage 
and grasped gloved hands, Then they returned to 
their chairs andsatdown. At ten minutes past 
nine o'clock the reieree called time,and the men 
went together, 

Dacey sprang at Macey like a whirlwind, but re- 
ceived a stinging blow which sent him down. In 
an instant Dacey was upon his feet, and as he came 
up gave Macey a terrible vlow in the breast, which 
staggered him. Then for a minute it was a give and 
take fight. Theround closed with Macey chasing 
Dacey around the stage. 

As the men went to their corners it was apparent 
that Macey was in finer condition than when he 
faced Dacey before. He was lighter, quicker and 
harder and had better wind. That he had the best 
of the round noone doubted. 

The second round began with the audience equal- 
ly divided. It was 9:14, and Macey began pushin 
hisadvantage. Hetook the licks Dacey raine< 
upon his breast and stomach and gave hard ones in 
return. Then the two men locked, Macey getting 
his arm about Dacey’s neck and trying to poun 
him in the face with an upper cut. 

“Break away!’ yelled Referee Taylor. 

‘ Break away!’’ echoed the audience. 

Macey again drove Dacey around, but received 
hard punishment in doing it. He gave Dacey sev- 
eral stinging blows—one square ou the mouth 
which brought the blood. The round closed. Ma- 
cey’s second claimed a foul, but the foul was not 
allowed and no one appeared to know upon what 
the claim was based. 

‘*] give Mr. Macey first blood,’’ said Referee Tay- 
lor, as the nen sat down. 

“And first knock down,’’ said Macey’s second. 

"Yes, first knock down in first round,’’ said Tay- 
lor. 

The round gave Macey stock a boom, and when, 
at 9:18, the timekeeper called time, the big man was 
the favorite. 

But it didn’t last long. 

As the words dropped from the timokeeper’s 
mouth Dacey went for his opponent like a cyclone. 
He sprang entirely across the stage, and almost be- 
fore Macey was outof his chair gave him a right- 
hander under the jaw. Then asecond and a third 
one fell upon the tame spot before Macey could 
move. The licks were terrific, and turned the big 
man entirely around, In a lump he sank upon the 
floor mear the ropes. He turned upon his 
back and his eyes began to take ona “set look.”’ 
That he was in great pain everybody saw. 

« “Watch your time, Mr. Timekceper,’’ yelled Tay- 
lor. 

Macey turned upon his side and made an effort 
toget up. Hegottpon his hands and knees, but 
his arms gave away and hesank back upon the 
floor. Again he essayed to get up, and as he raised 
both hands from the tloor, Dacey gave him another, 
which sent him back. 

*Foul! I claim a foul,’’ said Macey s second. 

“No foul,”’ said Taylor, ‘‘he wason one knee and 
had both hacds up.”’ 

“That ain’t any foul,’”’ yelled some one in the 
audience. 

“Yes it is,’’ he was answered, 

Again Macey tried to get up. 

‘Watch him, Ed ,’’ cried Dacey’ssecond. ‘‘Touch 
him when he gets them bands off the floor!”’

Governor Hill’s remarks about the south, 
on his return home, do not set well on 
the stomachs of some of the republican 
editors.

the difference between the negroes of the 
two sections, and by the attitude -of the 
whites toward them. In Georgia, and 
wherever he went in the south, Governor 
Hill saw the negroes engaged in almost 
every branch of industry. He saw them 
as mechanics, working side by side with 
the white mechanics; he saw, or could have 
geen, negro contractors employing 
both white and black labor. In 
short, he saw a condition of 
affairs here totally different from that to 
which he is accustomed in the north, so far 
as the status of the degro is concerned. 

The Boston Transcript, commenting on 
this, says the explanation of it is that the 
industrial progress of the south is gradually 
wearing away race prejudice. Such a state- 
ment could only be based on gross miscon- 
ception of the situation. Race prejudice, 
as the north understands and practices it, 
mever has existed inthe south. There have 
been outbreaks and outrages that seem to 
give a color to the northern view, but they 
bear no more relation to the attitude and 
policy of the white people of the south than 
the race riots in Ohio bear to the policy of 
New England. 

The race prejudice at the south is (or 


would be, but for outside interference) @ 


friendly intention, common to both races, 
to hold themselves apart from each 
other in all their social relations. The race 
prejudice at the north is based on a desire 
to drive the negro into corners where the 
whites will not come in contact with them.

About Mr. Beutell’s Postoffice. 


Epirors ConsTituTion: [In yesterday’s 
CONSTITUTION was acard from Mr, H. M, Beutell, 
of Atlanta, in reference to a report concerning some 
work done by bim at the capitol. 

The facts are these: The house passed a resolu- 
tion authorizing the clerk to have a postoflice con- 
structed in the cloakroom adjoining the hall of 
representatives. No price was fixed, or named, in 
the resolution. The clerk of the house had Mr. 
Beutell to do the work. When the work was finished 
Mr. Beutell presented a bill for $168. 

There was a ‘considerable kick,” Mr. Beutell to 
the contrary notwithstanding. In the course of 
discussion it was pointed out thatif the house re- 
fused to pay the bill the clerk would have it to 
pay. sty was disposed to blame the clerk. It 
would have been an injustice to pay half of the bill 
only, as was proposed in a resolution introduced 
then, for the clerk would have to pay the balance: 
so the resolution finally passed to pay the full 
amount. 

In the senate the bilt was cut down to $75—less 
than half, 

When the question came up in the house on 
agreeing on the senate amendment, it was again 
urged on behalf of the clerk that if the house didn’t 
pay the full amount the clerk would have to pay 
the balance. After another “considerable kick’ 
the house refused toconcur, Thesenate again took 
action on the matter, and insisted on its amend- 
ment cutting the bill to$75. So the matter rests. 

In his card yesterday, Mr. Beutell puts in a de- 
nial statement that his bill was ‘‘considered exorbi- 
tant.” He states for himself that the ‘price was 

d upon by the house before the work was be.« 
gun.” This latter statementis untrue, The house 
had no idea what the bill would be until it was 
presented after the work wus done—hence the “‘con- 
siderahle kick.’‘ The report did not state that Mr. 
Beutell deHberately took advantage of the fact that 
no price was fixed in the resolution to present an 
“exorbitant bill.’ It was stated in a very mild and 
very charitable fashion that the bill was ‘‘consid- 
ered exorbitant.” 

The action of the housein finally passing the res- 
olution to pay thefull amount cannot be construed 
asan expression of their opinion that the bill was 
not exorbitant. Asa matter of equity to the clerk 
(not to Mr. Beutel!) the bill should be paid in full. 

A resolution tosum up was introduced in the 
house to cut the bill: ne-half. The senate insists 
on Aer the bill at $75—less than half, 

And itis hardly uecessary to reaffirm here that 
the bill was “‘considered exorbitant.’’

CARRIED TO COWETA. 


A Negro Charged With Assault With Intent 
to Murder, 


Mr. J. T. Mayfield, deputy sheriff of Coweta, 
came up from Coweta county after Henry Hines, a 
negro charged with stealing cotton and for an 
attempt to murder. 

The case is a remarkable one, 

Henty Lines is a negro who lives six miles below 
Newnan, He was captured stealing co:ton on Oc- 
tuber 8, and he agreed to take a whipping rather 
than s'and a prosecution. 

A party of citizens took him outand gave him a 


sound thrashing. The whipping was well done, ° 


according to the testimony of parties present, 

After the whipping had gone onjf for 
some time the negro cried enough, and began to 
yell lustily. It was nearly sunriseJjthen, and the 
men who had charge of the whippin told him that 
irhe wouid leave the community they wonid re- 
leasejhim. He promised and was turned loose. 

On the night of the 9th, J. W. Todd and Henry 
Vollenweider, with three others, were traveling to- 
ward Newnan. As they passed Hines’s house a 
number of shots rang out from an old out house in 
the rear of his cabin, and Todd and Vollenweider 
fell to the ground. 

Todd was struck with seventy-five shot and Vol- 
lenweider with seventeen. Vecllenweider was 
frightened almost to death, and the entire 
party was non-pl by the assault. But 
they made a rush on the house and 
caught one of Hines’a boys, who sald that his father 
and two white men did the shooting. 

There were two double barrelled shotguns fired, 
but only two of the gun shots took effect. 

Hines was absent from the community after the 
shooting, and the parties most interested set out to 
find his whereabouts, He was located in Atlanta, 
and was arrested by Patrolman Waltes yesterday 
morning. : 

On his person were found warrants charging with 

kuk:uxing Jake T. Mayfield, Henry Spradiling, J. BH. 
Fry, Jud Pinson, Walt Todd, Henry Vollenweiler 
and others. The sheriffofCoweta county depu-

What’s the ma‘ter with the hackmen ? 
From all sides come complaints of exorbitant 
charges. Here is asample received yesterday : 
Epitors CONSIIfTUTION: Negro hackmenu dominate 
the city. Under arccent city ordinance, they aie 
gouging the publicin a merciless manner. How 
ong willthe people stand the imposition is the 
question which agitates many citizens. The negro 
hackmen can charge fifty cents for carrying a per- 
son to any portion ofthe city, provided the driver 
first gives notice of his charge. Tie old law allow- 
ing twenty-five cents for the same service gave 
ample remuneration. In anemergency, which ofteu 
occurs, & vitizen or stranyer is in the greedy and ex- 
tortionace grip ofthe hackmen. Counc] members, 
we call upon you for protection. CITIZEN, 
“The law was changed,” a hackman 
claimed, “so as to allow us tocharge fifty 
cents for all over five blocks, unless some con- 
tract is made. Theold law was twenty. five 
cents anywhere within the city limits up to 10 
o’clock at night; after that double fare.’ 


“There is some mistake,in that,” said a 
member of the council when asked abont that 
body’s action on this question. ‘“The only ac- 
tio:f I recollect was that relating to charges 
outside the old limits; at least, my impression 
was that the newly-added territory was all 
that was affected by that legislation, and I am 
sure that was the idea of the members of the 
council.”’ 

Here’s the way the present law works—if it 
is the law. 

There wera three hundred of more students 
of the Girls’ High school in attendance upon 
the meeting of the Browning society yasterday. 
Just after the exercises had eneded, the storm 
came up. Some of that three hundred had 
umbre!Jas and about thirty had money enough 
to pay hack fare. Professor Slaton called 
street hacks for those that desired them, but 
when the hackmeu came they refused to carry 
those who lived any distance for less than 
fifty cents each. The young ladies were at 
the mercy of the hackmen and had either to 
pay the half dollar or tramp through the rain. 

The same rule works with everybody. The 
unsuspecting business man, knowing nothing 
of the hackmen’s reading of this law, orders a 
hack to carry him home—say on Peachtree or 
Pryor streets. At the end of his journey he is 
called on for fifty cents, and rather than get 
into a row with the hackman pays it. 

Isn’t this a good opportunity for some sensi- 
ble legislation ?

NEW YORK, October 25.—{Special.]—Henry 
Clows & Co,’s circular on the cotton market: today 
says: The cotton market during the past week un- 
der review has been irregular and strongly savoring 
of manirulation. The trading was active and at 
times excited, while the fluctuations were sharp. 
Since last Friday the general tendency has been 
downward. 80 much so in fact that prices reached 
the lowest level since the big break from the rapid 
advance last July. The control of the market also 
seems to have changed hands, the bear element now 
predominating in piace of the bulls, The decline 
began with the opening of the market on Saturday, 
when the weak holders began to throw over large 
lines of cotton, having become tired of forcing 
prices up when everythin ¢ appeared to be in favor 
ofa declin The early part of the week a great 
amount of long cotton, bought on the anticipated 
unfavopeble bureau report and the frost scare, was 
pressed for sale, owing to the exhaustion of mar. 
gins, and on Tuesday a large number Of stop orders 
were reached, precipitating a decline of 14@16 
points and causing a weak and uneasy feeling to 
vail, It was on this day that prices came within 
about 5 points of reaching the lowest level of the 
Season. December broke to 9.90 while January 
reached 9.386, and the shorts were enabled to cover 
their contracts with handsome profits. There was 
a reaction on Wednesday, owing to the manipula- 
tions of a firm in the Liverpool market and threat- 
ened frost in the western porticu of the cotton belt. 
The belated shorts were most aggressive buyers, and 
a recovery of 9@11 points was establisied through- 
out the list, but as reports from the southern mar- 
kots began to come in showing deelines of 1- 16@*c 
on spot cotton, a general selling movement was in- 
augurated, which caused this improvement to soon 
fade away. The buils showed evidence of being 
scared on Thursday, and the only thing which pre- 
vented a further decilne was the covering of shorts. 
October option was not materially affected, being 
more or less neglected. The grip which the bulls 
have ou this option continues, and it is thought 
there is yet considerable short interest in it, but 
there is now on the way here fully 20,000 bales of 
spots from Savannah, Charleston and Wilmington to 
cover this interest. There were a few notices sent 
out on Octobers today, but they were soon stopped. 
Taking into consideration the fact that the market 
has already had a fair break, a slight reaction is in 
order, but eventually prices must seek a lower level. 
Our advices from the south are favorable, and pick- 
ing is progressing rapidly. The receipts at the in- 
terior towns are estimated at 130,000 bales, against 
116,000 bales last week. The total receipts at the 
ports for the week are the heaviest on record, aggre- 
gating 314.507 bales, against 806,558 bales last week 
and 274 432 bales last year. The course of the mar- 
ket today was very irregular. It was thought the 
strong opening of Liverpool, showing an advance of 
5-61d on October and 2@38- 61d on the balance ot the 
list, would be reflected in our market at the open- 
ing, but contrary to general expecta‘ ions and the 
ardent hopes of the bulls, the first prices were only 
2@3 points higher, with the exception of that which 
obtained in the October option. Thisimprovement 
was soon lost under the influence of heavy offerings 
by the Germans and bear operators on larger re- 
ceipts than was expected? The weather south con- 
tinues favorable for picking. As receipts both at 
interior and seaboard towns are increasing daily, 
prices must seek a lower level.
